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Continuation of 1 1 : Applicant has amended independent claims 1 , 7, 1 3 &1 4 to incorporate the limitations of: analyzing a document 
described in a structured tag language, and extracting therefrom objects constituting an image. The examiner recognizes that this limitation 
was taken from dependent claims 3 & 9. The Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's argument that the Enomoto reference does 
not suggest analyzing a document described in a structured tag language, and extracting therefrom objects constituting an image. 

Specifically the Examiner belives that this limitation is disclosed at column 2, lines 22-32 of Enemoto. ("...image processing system is 
structured so that the data of an original image is temporarily stored in a memory, the data of the original image is then read from the 
memory, and the read data of the original image is then subjected to an image processing in accordance with the contents (whether or not 
each type of image data processing is executed and the processing conditions of executed image data processings) of the processing 
previously determined on the basis of the results of analysis of the contents of the image.
